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PHOTOGRAPHY BY WIRE.

Professor Korn of Munich, who has
been working oo telegraphle photog-
Taphy for several years, has at last
succeeded in sending a serles of ple-
tures, Including one of the German
crown prince, over & photo-telegraphic
Instrument, a distance of 1,126 miles
The time required was twelve minutes,
but this, it ls believed, can be cut to
two minutes, The most wonderful
thing about the achievement iz that
the reproduced photograph is not the
blurred and smudgy thing which Korn
secured three or four years ago when
he began his experiments, but it s a
perfect pleture, as readily recognizable
a8 the original photograph from which
the operator worked. One or two
mechanical difficulties are to be con-
quered and the world may then see
the transmiszion of a photograph from
Paris or Berlln or London to New
York or Tacoma with the same speed
